MEN’S OFFER 


Railroads Decline to AcceptCom- 


promise Proffer Made 
by 


Striking Boilermakers 


FIGHT

Men Offered to Accept Roads’ 


Scale of Pay if All Strikers 


Were Re-Employed 


St. 
Paul Dispatch:—Judging from 
latestdevelopments, the striking boiler­ 
m akers and the railroads are destined 
to fight it out to the b itte r end. 
Ac­ 
cording to J. Franklin, of Kansas City, 
vice president of the 
International 


i Boilermakers’ union, which is conduct- 
1 ing the strike, the boilermakers re­ 
cently made a compromise proposition 
to the railroads for the settlem ent of 
the strike but it was rejected. 
The provisions of this compromise of­ 
fer, Mr. Franklin says, w ere th a t the 
men should accept the advanced wage 
scale offered by the roads of 41£ to 
43£ cents an hour and the same shop 
conditions which were in existence last 
, year with the understanding th a t the 
; loads were to take back into their em- 
i ploy every one of the striking boiler­ 
makers. 
This w’as a considerable modification 


I of the original demands of the strikers, 
w'hich included 45 cents an* hour and a 
universal contract such as in force in 


I many of the railroad shops in other i 
) parts of the country. 
The offer was 
! made by the Vice President Franklin to 


I General Manager Gilbert, of the N orth­ 
ern Pacific, who is chairman of the 
general m anagers’ com m ittee which is 
managing the strike for the railroads, J 
■ and also to the Soo and G reat W estern j 
i roads separately. 
It was rejected by j 
all of them, the railroads stating that 
they would exercise the privilege of 
taking back only such of the boiler­ 
m akers as they chose. 
“ The men are willing to accept rea- 
I sonable term s,” said Mr. 
Franklin, 


j “ We are offering to return to work if 
all of us can go back, but we are 
not beaten by any means. 
“ Our finances are in good condition, | 
none of the men are deserting, and we ( 
propose to hold out uutil we can all go 
back together.” 
He said he could not tell how’ long the 
strike would last. 
“ The railroads manage to keep their 
trains going, but they are not doing 
as big business as they did a 
ago. 
They are running their 
late and engines are dying on
